Dear Mr. Newman: 

Your very nice letter of 14th was much appreciated, and 
I’m sorry for a bit of delay in replying. Of course, I had heard 
of your interest in paper money, and am more than pleased to get 
your comments. 

Maybe it would be well for me to tell you of my interest 
in the State Bank notes. I have collected coins (mostly types 
of U. S.) for some time, but became interested in the State Bank 
notes only a couple of years ago. A chance visit to Boys Town 
with my friend A. E. Bebee in November, 1953, really started me 
in this field and I find it much more interesting than coins. My 
collection is along the linds of Barrett's interest in Vignettes, 
altho I have not specialized in any phase such as alterations. 

I have a few of my own, but used several from the Boys Town 
collection to illustrate the article. Barrett has encouraged me 
to write articles and I'm glad to give him credit for the great 
amount of help he has given me. One of my greatest thrills so 
far was "discovering" and obtaining the Mechanics Bank notes, 
illustrated in the article, in Bebee 's modest stock of State Bank 
notes . 

Going back to your letter, the idea that the origin of 
the Exchange Bank note was in Glencoe is Barrett's. I'm glad to 
get your information on this matter, and will let you know if I 
find anything further about it. Do you have Gwynne & Day's 1860 
register of genuine bank notes? I find it most helpful. In it, 

I count 13 "Exchange Banks", but it does not give dates of in- 
corporation. Incidentally, the index lists XX/XX an Exchange 
Bank in Minnesota, but it is not in the descriptions. 

Do you plan to attend the Omaha Convention in August? 

It would be a great pleasure (and help, I'm sure) to meet you 
and have a chance to talk about £he "notes." I will bring some 
of mine along, and plan to exhibit my Illinois notes. Since so 
little is definitely known about this subject, it intrigues me 
and I'm more than pleased to help others and get their ideas and 
help. Please write again, and be assured that I'll cooperate in 
any way that I can in exchanging ideas and information.

Gentlemen : 

With respect to the display cases which were secured through 
the American Numismatic Association, I previously told you 
that the unit cost of those without fillers was $18.02. This 
was based upon a unit cost of $16.5>0 which was paid and an 
allocation of incidental expenses amounting to $1.$2 per 
case. The incidental expenses consisted of 11.20 for glass 
which was broken, f‘*J.OO for telephone calls and ll*.l6 for 
freight. I arr nged to have the glass installed without 
charge . 

I was responsible for the removal of 1* cases, two of which 
have or will be paid for by Chester B. Franz. I would, 
therefore, owe you for 2 cases, $36. Ol*. My advances in 
payment of the bills consisted of the $11.20 for glass and 
$5.00 for telephone calls, or $16.20. I am therefore en- 
closing checks aggregating $19.81* to cover the balanco for 
the cases delivered to others. 

Mr. Morton indicated he wished four cases without fillers and 
the cost of these cases would, therefore, be $72.08. 

I was glad to be of help in connection with the display and 
Mr. De Pew’s sponsorship of the Open House was a very nice 
gesture . 

If, in the future, you need any cases for display, mine are 
always available and they can be borrowed from my friends. 
Likewise, other organizations might some day find a need 
for borrowing some cases from you.
